HE following letter from President Roosevelt to the editor of The Constitution, 

is a reply to a request for an expression concerning the recent letter from Mr. 
Harry Stillwell Edwards, of Macon, in which Mr. Edwards made a statement of the 
president's position in the matter of federal appointments in the south, holding that 
the president had been misunderstood. President Roosevelt writes: 


“White House, Washington, lebruary 24, 1903. 
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Hon. Clark Howell, 
“Editor The Constitution, Atlanta, Ga. 

“Dear Mr. Howell: As to federal appointntents-in the south, frankly, it seems to me that my ap- 
pointments speak for themselves and that my policy is self-explanatory. So far from feeling that they 
need the slightest apology or justification, my position is that on the strength of what I have done 1 
have the right to claim the support of all good citizens who wish not only a high standard of federal 
service but fair and equitable dealing to the south as well as to the north and a policy of consistent Jus- 
tice and good will toward all men. In making appointments I have sought to consider the teelings 
of the people of each locality so far as I could consistently do so without sacrificing principle. The 
prime tests | have applied have been those of character, fitness and ability, and when | have been dis- 

satistied with what has been offered within my own party lines, I have without hesitation gone to the 
opposite party—and you are, of course, aware that I have repeatedly done this in your own state of 
Georgia. I certainly cannot treat mere color a permanent bar to holding office any more than I could 
so treat creed or birthplac e—always provided that in other respects the applicant or incumbent ts a 
| worthy and well-behaved American citizen. Just as little will I treat it as conferring a right to hold 
othice. | have scant sympathy with the mere doetrinaire, with the man of mere theory who refuses to 
face tacts: but do you not think that in the long rum it is safer for everybody if we act on the motto, 
‘allimen up’ rather than on that of ‘some men down?

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SOME POINTED REMARKS 
BY DR. McGLAUFLIN. 

Dr. W. H. MeGlauflin, pastor of 
the UWniversalist church of Atlan- 
ta. said last night: 

“f attended this conference of 
the ministers of Atlanta upon the 
written invitation of Bishop Nel- 
son. 1 participated in all the pro- 
ceodings, was recognized and en- 
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rolied as a member and voted to 
appoint the committee of which 
Dr. Landrum is chairman. It is 
only a special committee and not 
the executive committee. But no 
matter what it is, Landrum and 
his fellow committeemen had no 
authority or right to apologize to 
any one for the presence of my- 
self and Dr. Langston at the con- 
ference. 

“I care nothing for what Mor- 
gan or Broughton may think of 
me or of my creed. I propose to 
work in this religious revival 
With anv ministers of the gospel 
who will work with me, and if 
none of them will, then I guess 
the Lord will be with me. 

“IT joined in the non-denomina- 
tional revival movement in good 
faith, and if my associates wish 
ts force me out at this late day 
in order to please the Morgans 
and Broughtons, they may. 
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only one of the appropriation bills that 
has not passed the senate, and & will be 
Some time tomorrow. 

Aside from the appropriation bills and 
conference reports preference will be 
given to the Aldrich bond deposit bill. 
Senator Aldrich expresses confidence that 
this bill will pass during tne day, but 
some of the democratic senators say that 
its passage tomorrow is out of the ques- 
tion because of the number of speeches 
to be made upon it, and they contend 
that if its passage shall be delayed be- 
yond the day it cannot be gotten through 
the house. There is also great anxiety 
to get action on the Philippine tariff 
bill, and while there is also opposition 
to this measure, it is intimated that this 
antagonism might cease in case of a ces- 
sation of the efforts to pass the bond 
deposit bill, but Senator Aldrich is not 
disposed to yield to this kind of argu- 
ment. It, therefore, seems probable that 
the greater part of the day tomorrow 
will be devoted to the Aldrich bill and 
to appropriations. A number of demo- 
cratic senators are scheduled i for 
speeches on the Aldrich bill, and, in all 
probability, the consideration of the 
measure will run well into the night. 

There will be a determined effort to 
eet the Philippine bill in shape to send 
to the president before the final dissolu- 
tion of congress on Wednesday, but this, 
as intimated above, may d@epend on the 
fate of the financial measure. All sena- 
tors understand the fact that at this 
time in the session any one or two of 
their number can prevent the passage 
of any individual measure. A final at- 
tempt will be made to press the Panama 
canal treaty to a conclusion in the hope 
that Senator Morgan may relent in his 
opposition and allow the treaty to be 
ratified rather than force an extra ses- 
sion of the senate. . His friends Say, 
however, that he has no such intention, 
and they add that he is willing to accept 
the full responsibility for a called ses- 
sion. 

Senators generally, therefore, have 
given up all hope of avoiding the extra 
session, and now are concerned princi- 
pally as to the time it shall begin and 
the length of time it shall occupy. Some 
of them are advising the president not 
to ask the body to reassemble before 
Monday, the 9th instant, while Senator 
Aldrich is urging that the call be issued 
for the Sth instant, the day after the dis- 
solution of the present congress. 

The principal, if not the onhy, duty of 
the extra session will be the considera- 
tion of the Panama treaty and the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty, but the senate may, 
if it so desires, take up ‘cite question 
of the reorganigation of the -committeés. 
No disposition toward this step yet 
manifested itself and it does now 
seem probable. 

On the tirst day of the new session 
the new senators ill be sworn in. 
Among those who will take the eath of 
office will be Mr. Smoot, of Utah, against 
whom, on account of his counection with 
the Mormon chureh and his alleged ad- 
herence to its tenets, old end ‘new, a 
number of protests have been filed. 
These protests do not constitute proof, 
and, as Mr. Smoot’s credentials are 
tirely regular, he will be allowed to take 
his seat and the investigation, if one 
is to be made, will be postponed until 
the regular session of congress beginning 
in December next. If there should be 
objection to Mr. Smoot’s taking His seat, 
the ceremony under the rules of the 
senate might be postponed for a day. It 
is intimated that there may be some 
discussion of his case during the extra 
session, but if so it would precede all 
committee action. and would come up 
either as a question of privilege or in con- 
nection with some other question.

Rome, March 1.—The pope's physician 
this morning made.a last/’effort to induce 
his-holiness to renounce his reception 
of the cardinals. He remonstrated with 
him, saying: “Your holiness, my duty 
is fo point out that your health would 
greatly benefit by your resting today.”’ 

The pope replied: : 

“My dear doctor, before your valuable 
advice comes my duty; which I shall per- 
form until the end.” 

The audience was held in 
private library and Leo XIII spoke con- 
tinually for half an hour with the forty- 
two cardinals present. No address was 
delivered and the most important words 
were when the pontiff referred with em- 
phasis to his advanced age an ap- 
proaching end.

Mr. -Fleming’s Rebate Pro- 
vision of Interest to To- 
bacco Dealers. 


Washington, March 1.—(Special.)—Many 
tobacco dealers in Georgia and through- 
out the south are interested in a rebate 
provision which has been put upon the 
deficiency appropriation bill at the in- 
stance of Mr. Fleming, of Georgia. 

Under a previous act of congress re- 
bates on tobacco and snuff were allowed 
on inventories made up to July 1, 1902. 
Through negligence, or a misunderstand- 
ing of the law, a number of claims from 
Georgia and South Carolina were barred 
by the statute of Imitation. 

Colonel Fleming has a constituent in 
Augusta who failed to get his claim for 
$1,411 filed within the time limit.

BLIND TIGERS 
ARE DOOMED 


Gov. Heyward Determined 
to Break Up Unlawful 
Sale in Charlestoh, 


Charleston, S$. C., March 1.—(Special.)— 
Governor Heyward’s orders to the dls- 
peusary constables to break up the blind 
tiger business in Charleston has caused 
consternation here. At no time since 
the saloons were closed has there been 
& More bitter warfare on the tigers, and 
raiding squads have dismantled hundreds 
of outiaw drinking places. Not content 
with seizing contraband liquor, the con- 
stables have carried off furniture and 
fixtures, and the business is demoralized. 
AS many as six raids have 
on different establishmewts daily, and as 
fast as one supply is confiscated another 
is put in, to be seized an hour later by the 
officers. 

The governor has not been satisfied 
with the manner in which the liquor 
business in Charleston has been con- 
ducted. He has heard numerous charges 


‘of inactivity on the part of the consta- 


bles, and the bold, flagrant way the law 
was violated has not been at all pleasing 
to the new administration. Chief Howie 
was summoned to Columbia and after a 
conference with the governor the chief 
got instructions to break up the unlawful 
traffic as far as possible, He was or- 
dered to cripple the tigers by seizing 
their property. Glassware, ice coolers, 
tables. counters and everything that could 
be carted off, was seized in the name of 
the state. The tigers have been hard hit. 
Many of them have resorted to the old 
methods of equipping their places with 
electrical appliances to warn the clerks 
of the approach of the constables, Li- 
quors have been concealed in every con- 
ceivable corner, but even this is not se- 
cure from the eagle eye of the raiding 
squads. Governor Heyward has Issued 
his ultimatum and it is said that many 
dispensary sensations will develop before 
the war is carried much further.

INCS DELiGnT 


General Jubilation Over Success 
of Allanta’s Bill 


The City Is Now Sure of New Build- 
ing Site for Custom House. 
Block for New Structure 
Has Practically Been 
Decided On. 


+» 


There was generel jubilation in the 
city yesterday over the. fact that the 
house of representatives passed the omni- 
bus public buildings bill, whigh contains 
an appropriation of $200,000 for the pur- 
chase of a site for the new government 
building in Atlanta, this fact having been 
announced by The Constitution in a spe- 
cial from Washington. 

The house amended the bill, but there 
seems to be no doubt that the conference 
committee to be appointed by the house 
and sénate will experience no difficulty in 
effecting such an agreement as will be 
aeceptable to both houses of the national 


congress. 
The differences at present between the 
house and the senate are that the senate 


has inserted an appropriation for Macon 
that is not in the house bill, and the house 
has inserted appropriations for Gainesville 
and Valdosta that are not in the senate 
pill. As all three of these appropriations 
are small, however, it seems certain that 
they will be accepted. 

This means that Atlanta will secure 
the appropriation of $200,000, which will be 
used by the government in purchasing a 
central blo¢k in Athanta to be used as a 
site for the new government building. 

The site will be selected by the secretary 
of the treasury. as The Constitution has 
stated, and not by the committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds. The commit- 
tee will die with the adjournment of the 
present session, which is only about one 
week ahead, and it would not, therefore, 
have the power to select a site. 


Location cf Building. 

It is also practically determined where 
the new public building will be erected. 
It will be located on the block that Is 
bounded by Forsyth, James, Fairlie and 
Walton streeta, the block in which the 
First Baptist church is now located. The 
secretary of the treasury has not deter- 
mined upon this, but circumstances are 
such as to indicate that his selection will 

e that block. 

Yeh seamen is that E. P. Black holds 
options for the government on the en- 
tire block. His options oall for $240,000. 
As only $200,000 has been appropriated for 
the purchase of the block it will be nec- 
essary to scale down the prices some, but 
that. it is believed, can be accomplished 
without difficulty. The block is owned 
by about four or five citizens of Atlanta 
and it will therefore be necessary for 
each to lower his price about $10,000. 

If that is not done the secretary of the 
treasury has in view @ dozen other dlocks 
in the central portion of Atlanta, and 
any of them, it is believed, he can secure 
for $200,000. One of them is the bieck 
that is diagonally across the streét from 
the state capitol, the block bounded by 
Washington and Hunter streets and Wav- 
erly place. That has been offered by 
Colonel W. L. Cathoun for $200,000. 

The bill that has been practically pass- 
ed by both senate and house permits the 
secretary of the treasury to invest only 
200,000, and if a block is offered to him 
at a greater price than that he will simply 
digstniss it from consideration. 

It is believed that the work of selecting 
a site for the new public building in At- 
lanta will have been completed, even to 
the extent of making the titles over to 
the government, by next fall, which will 
put everything in shape to permit the 
next congress to make the $1,100,000 appro- 
priation for the bduilding that is to go 
upon the lot. 

A feature of the bill that makes the 
appropriation of $200,000 is that it allows 
the government to retain the use of the 
present public building and it wil] in all 
probability be utilized as army head- 
quarters and by those officials who for 
any reason have not a place in the new 
building.

He stated that for more than ten years 
he had believed it was possible to get a 
right of way through west Atlanta 
the ce os or of the city, cheaply, on account 
of the lav of the land and the 
the improvements, and that several 
ago he had secured a charter for a 
railroad around the city. and that he 
expected to reach the center of the city 
with it through this section. 

Seaboard Wanted Property. 

He said. however. that he had allowed 
this charter to lapse, and early last Au- 
guzt he had suggested to certain officlals 
of the Seaboard railroad that he could 
secure them an entrance into tne center 
of the citv over the route he had intended 
to use as an entrance for his Delt 
road. They seemed interested and sug- 
gested that he do such work in the way 

securing prices as would enable them 
get an intelligent idea of the cost of 
ch a right of way. 

Many Owners of Property. 

He said he started into it thinking that 
it Would take only a dav’s to get this 
information. but he soon found 
Stead of the property in this: section be- 
ing owned by only a few people, as 
peared from RBavlor’s atlas of 
that most of the large tracts 
subdivided into hundreds of lots, 
were owned by hundreds of people, and 
that a number of these lived in other 
cities and towns. The task which he 
tuought could be done in a few 
lengthened into weeks and months, and 
the further he went into it the more ob- 
sta he encountered. But the more 
interested he became. and the more de- 
termined to prove that the right of way 
could be secured at a reasonable figure 
and for less than {through any other 
section of the city. 

He finaliv secured enough prices on 
the different of property to enable 
him to show the Seaboard people the pos-

The ordinance provides that no con- 
tractor who does work for the municipal- 
ity shall employ convict Jabor or use 
convict-made material, and that the city 
shall not award a contract for convict- 
made material. The recommendation of 
the street committee is in violation of 
law because of the fact that the Chay? 
tahoochee Brick Company employs ¢con- 
vict labor. 

The recommendation will be hotly con- 
tested this afternoon, several influential 
members of council taking the position 
that the laws of the city shoul? gavern 
council, while other members will argue 
that the ordinance is illegal and should, 
therefore, be ignored. 

Representatives of the Atlanta Federa- 
tlon of Trades declare that in the event 
the contract is awarded to the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company they will enjoin 
the citv. while on the other. hand, al- 
though no such statement as been made, 
it apears probable that in the event the 
bid of the Chattahoochee Brick Company 
is not accepted the company will man- 
damus the municipality, seeking to com- 
pel the city officials to accept the lowest 
bid.

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ENGLISH MOVE 


Condemn Our Locomotives 
But Come Here for Rail- 
road Information. 
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Special Correspondence. 

London, February 18.—Li . is a subject 
for general comment among railway peo- 
ple that at a moment when one of the 
chief English railway companies—the 
Great Eastern—has condemned the Amer- 
ican locomotive to which they say they 
have given a fair trial, a still more im- 
portant company—the London North- 
western—should ve organizing a deputa- 
tion to send to the United States to in- 
quire into railway methods on the spot. 
The men to be sent out next week by 
ihe London and Northwestern, in con- 
junction with the Caledonian company, 
will be headed by Lord Stalbridge, the 
chairman of the London and Northweat- 
ern company, and will include Mr. Turn- 
bull, the traffic superintendent; Mr. 
Thornhill, the chief engineer; Mr. Webb, 
che locomotive superintendent; Mr. 
Thompson, the signalling superintendent; 
H. C. Craseman, the goods manager, and 
a number of minor officials. They will 
land in New York and visit. during a 
month's stay, every important city in 
the United States, confining their ob- 
servations particularly to rolling stock, 
signalling and the methods employed in 
handling both. 

When a Northwestern official was asked 
by the writer concerning the trip, he 
replied: ‘The statement made by the 
Chairman of the Great Eastern company 
a few days ago, that the locomotive they 
had tried had failed to perform what 
Was promised for it, set our people think- 
ing and they agreed there must be some- 
thing behind the matter, so it was deter- 
mined they should see how such loco- 
motives worked on their native soil. T 
know there \ a great deal of prejudice 
in the minds of the English workmen 
against the introduction of American 
methods of working or production, and 
the Moseley commission instead of re- 
inoving it has only helped to aggravate it. 

“Our people are going out with an open 
mind and if they are satisfied that Amer- 
ican engines and rolling stock generally 
are superior to our own, they will get a 
fair trial, and no amount of trade union 
tyranny wili prevent the company from 
introducing them. Although this com- 
pany has always tried to keep abreast 
of the times, it may still have a great 
deal to learn from a progressive and in- 
genious people like the Americans. We 
have introduced many American improve- 
ments and we will introduce more if the 
deputation report favorably on anything 
they may see. 

‘Passenger accommodation is what the 
deputation will study most, but signalling 
and speed will occupy a large share of 
its attention. If it is necessary that 
Our whole system should be overhauled 
we mean to make it so perfect that no 
American can assail us for lack of en- 
terprise.”’ 

Lord Claud Hamilton's much criticized 
statement to the shareholders of the Great 
Bastern railway a few days ago, wag 
to the effect that the American locomo- 
tive which they had installed on the sys- 
tem had, after eighteen. months’ trial, 
proved an absolute failure and that they 
had decided to discontinue it. 

The fact is that the majority of the 
drivers on this particular railway are 
members of either the Amalgamated §So- 
ciety of Engineers or the Society of Rail- 
way Servants. Both bodies are opposed 
to the introduction of American methods 
in any shape or ‘orm into England, with 
the result that the engine was unfavor 
ably reported unon. A non-union driver, 
although he, too, is opposed to American 
ideas, said to the writer: ~ “I worked the 
engine for a few days. With an experi- 
ence of twenty-five years on the road 
I considered it one of the best I had ever 
driven; it consumed a good deal of coal, 
but for speed and uniformity of action 
1 considered it magnificent. Why it has 
been taken off I cannot understand, and 
why any driver should report it rickety 
can only be attributed to one cause—that 
it was American built.’”’

But When He Gets Busy He

Rome, February  18.—Varsalona. the 
brigand who has been levying tribute on 
the Sicilian farmers, protecting those who 
paid from other brigands and murder- 
ing those who didn’t, is still at large, al- 
though the government has begun to 
take an interest in him and has set a 
goodly number of soldiers at work to 
catch him. 

The brigand's adventures in lodging those 
troops and at the same time collecting 
his blackmail and conducting a series of 
romantic love. affairs have become so 
many and so extraordinary that it is now 
extremely difficult to separate truth from 
fiction. The latest story about him, how-

and the following day the brave man re- 
ceived a call from none other than Var- 
salona. The brigand was most polite. 
Having heard, he said, that his host had 
offered to take him to the police for $3,000 
he had thought it would be courteous to 
come to his captor instead of putting 
the latter to the trouble of searching for 
him. Furthermore, he would accompany 
his captor to the police and see to it 
that the reward was duly paid. 

The host, however, failed to enjoy Var- 
salona’s irony and was so terrified that 
he was unable to utter a sound.

he thinks best. No intrinsic value could 
be placed on the documents referred to, 
but their importance to Mr. Yerkes may 
be judged by the fact that he sent a check 
for $500 to the cabman, who is now driv- 
ing his own vehicle instead of having to 
pay §% a day for the rent of a horse and 
cab.
